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VENTILATION OF FARM HOMES. 

Our old readers will pardon us if 
we once more refer to a matter which 
we regard as of very great importance 
to the health and well being of the 
family, which, after all, is the chief 
reason why farm life is preferable to 
city life. We wish to familiarize our 


new subscribers with our ideas on this | 


subject. 

No matter how much clothing you 
may have, nor how much good food 
there is in the farm home, good health 


need not be expected unless there is 
an abundant supply of fresh air in the 
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rooms that have no artificial heat. It 
would frequently be a kindness if the 
boys would put a stone through the 
upper window pane, and continue to 
do so until the good man of the house 
is forced to provide the needed venti- 
Boys stand this better than 
girls, because as a rule they are out 
doors a greater portion of the time, 
and hence are able to throw off some 
of the bad effects of breathing air 
which often is unfit for any human 
being to breathe. 

No house should be built without 
provision for ventilation besides the 








There was little trouble about venti- 
lation in the first homes that were 
built upon the prairies. They had 
grates and fireplaces, and thére were 
usually plenty of cracks in the walls 
to admit pure air. Farmers felt the 
discomfort of this, built better houses, 
took every precaution to keep out the 
cold, but forgot the important thing 
of letting in fresh air in such a way 
as not to create drafts. 

Advanced farmers are now turning 
their attention to the necessity of pro- 
viding pure air for their live stock in 
stables and barns. This is all right; 











wise diseased, and he wishes to know 
whether there is any danger of these 
diseases being contracted through the 
use of tankage when fed to hogs. 

It is true that tankage is made from 
the refuse of the packing houses, but 
such a degree of heat is of necessity 
used in its manufacture as would be 
death. to any germs, whether disease 
germs or otherwise. Hence we do not 
think there is the slightest danger of 
hogs contracting diseases from eating 
properly made tankage. 

Tankage has been fed experiment- 
ally by a number of the experiment 
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house, and especially in the sleeping | 


rooms, night and day. One reason 
why both our farmers’ daughters and 
sons often lack that robustness which 
should characterize the youth of both 
sexes under farm conditions, is be- 
cause they frequently sleep in poorly 
ventilated bed rooms. These rooms 
are often small, sometimes but a half 
story in height, and with no means 
of ventilation but a window. In cold 
weather this window is often closed, 
as is also the door in girls’ rooms, over 
which there is frequently no transom. 
As a result they breathe the same air 
over and over again until the whole 
system becomes vitiated. This is par- 
ticularly true in very cold weather in 





windows. If we were building a house 
in the country we would build the 
chimney a brick wider each way, put 
a sheet iron stovepipe down through 
it, leave out a brick in the chimney 
at floor of each room, and run the 
stovepipes through the brick wall into 
this flue. When a fire is built in the 
stove the heat warms the sheet iron 
pipe, which will warm the air between 
it and the brick, thus creating a draft, 
which will take the foul air off the 
floor up the chimney. Then if pro- 
vision is made for admitting pure air 
through a window or a transom, the 
former preferred, sleeping '»0ms can 
be provided without diart and with 
plenty of pure air for the .nmates. 





but the farmer who provides pure air 
for his live stock and does not pro- 
vide pure air for his children, for 
whom his live stock farming and all 
his other farming operations are car- 
ried on, makes a very great mistake, 
which will cost him large sums for 
doctor bills, and may cause him to 
earry his children, especially his 
daughters, to untimely graves. 





TANKAGE. 

A subscriber writes us, stating that 
some of his neighbors believe that 
tankage is made from scraps of beef 
and other refuse from cattle, many of 
which may be tuberculous or other- 





stations with good results. It does not 
require a very large amount. It ‘s 
especially valuable in balancing a corn 
ration and in developing bone and 
muscle, and therefore should be fed 
to brood sows and growing pigs in the 
ratio of not to exceed one to ten, or 
perhaps better still, eight pounds of 
tankage to ninety-two pounds of corn. 
It can be more conveniently fed where 
the corn is ground. We doubt the 
profit in grinding, however, unless 
corn is very high priced. When it is 
fed with shelled corn it can be mixed 
with it or fed by itself in troughs and 
so evenly distributed that the indi- 
viduals are not likely to get more 
than their proper proportion. 
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An Dllinois correspondent writ 
that he has a field now in corn, whic 
he wishe to seed to clover next spring 
and use chiefly as hog pa re, and 
wishes to know what grass or grassé 
he should use with the clover nd in 
what proportions; when and how to 
prepare his ground ind whether

Now, as to methods He can sow 
the grass seeds alone, or he can us¢ 
early oats or barley as a nurse crop 
and sow the grass seeds with them; or 
he can use a mixtt of spring grains 
which we call succotash sow the 
clover and grass seeds with it, and 
turn in his hogs as soon as the grains 
will furnish a full bite 

The objection to the first method 
that weeds will inevitably come and 
need to be mowed back; and the field 
could not be used as hog pasture 
earlier than midsummer The ob 
tion to the second method that ‘tf 
the season should be dry and the stand 
of spring grain heavy it might inter 
fere with securing a good tand f 
rrasses, unless mowed off when in the 
dough stage and made into hay 

If our correspondent needs hog pa 
ure, we would adopt the third method 
which would be to sow the mixture of 
grains as early in the spring as poss 
ble, sowing the grasses with them, an 
turning in the hogs as soon as th 
ean get a full bite

THE USE OF THE GRAIN DRILL. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“Please advise me what you think 
of using the drill for seeding small 
grain instead of sowing it broadcast, 
as we do here. Will it insure a bet- 
ter quality and yield, and will it save 
seed?” 

We have no hesitation in advising 
our readers to purchase a grain drill. 
While we have never seen any great 
difference in the yield of oats sown 
drilled or broadcast, it is absolutely 
essential in ordinary seasons for win- 
ter wheat, and has for half a century 
been the approved method of experi 
enced farmers. 

Its advantages are that it puts the 
seed in more evenly and therefore re 
quires less seed; that in winter wheat 
or rye it is less liable to freezing; 
that it promotes a more uniform 
growth of straw. This is sufficient 
justification for using it. If the drill 
purchased is a disk drill it can be 
used for reseeding permanent pastures 
to clover, and will be found con- 
venient for sowing sorghum, and at 
times for drilling corn. In fact, it ‘s 
one of the handiest things to have 
about the farm. We have long re- 
garded the grain drill as one of the 
necessities of modern up-to-date farm 
ing

Which do you consider the cheaper 
and better feed for pigs, wheat at 65 
cents or rye at 50 cents, both to be 
ground and fed with some other grain 
to make a slop for pigs? Corn is 35 
cents per bush oats, 30 cents; bar 
ey, 30 cents.” 

At the prices named we would not 
ise either wheat or rye, but would 
ise the corn and barley Experiments 
show that, pound for pound, these two 
grains are about equal for pork feed 
ing, although barley makes better 
flavored pork If our correspondent 
will make a ration of five parts corn 
five parts barley, and one part tankage 
or oil meal he will have an excellent 
ration for his nogs We would not 
uivise him to make a very thin slop 
We think he will get fully as good re 
ults feeding this mixture dry as by 
wetting it 

A Linn county, lowa, correspondent 
wi es 

1 am feeding my ows a ration 
composed of two quarts of ground 
corn and cob meal, two quarts oil 
meal, and three quarts bran In addi 
tion they are getting corn fodder and 
tame hay We have no clover hay 
n this part of the country Oil meal 
is worth $30 per ton and bran $18 per 
ton I have been feeding wheat and 
oats in the proportion of one-third 
wheat and two-thirds oats, giving

' 

Only a few acre vill be required 
and these should be as far as possible 
typical of the s of the county The 
first year a field of appropriate size 
hould be selected, prepared as thor 
oughly as possible for corn, divided 
off into plots say one-tenth of an acre 

r less, and each plot planted with a 

irate variety of the various varie 
of corn grown by the best farmers 
nthe neighborhood taken so to 


speak, right out of the sack from whi« 


the farmer intends to plant his own 
or field These plot should be 
given good cultivation They should 
be properly marked, the crop of each 


plot husked separately and weighed, 
ind reports furnished to the county 
farmers’ institute at its next annual 
meeting. There should be a picnic of 
the farmers of the county at the poor 
farm say in August or September, in 
order that they may see for them 
selves the difference in the yield of 
the varieties of corn grown from seed 
selected by the farmers themselves 

We venture to predict that if Louisa 
county farmers adopt this method they 
will find a difference of from ten to 
twenty bushels between the yields of 
the different varieties of corn grown 
in that county under exactly similar 
conditions 

At the same time a field of say ten 
acres should be devoted to oat experi 
ments, each acre to be sown with a 
different variety of oats secured from 
the farmers in the neighborhood. Cut 
and thrash each plot separately, repor 
the yield in the county papers, and 
also give the results of the experiment 
at the next institute 

These experiments may cost from 
two to three hundred dollars, possibly) 
not half that much; but the super 
visors of the various counties should 
appropriate whatever money may be 
necessary The experiment station at 
Ames will assist in marking out the 
plots and in keeping the books and 
making the reports, without further 
expense to the county, we understand, 
than the cost of two or three visits of 
some repres¢ ive of the station to 
the poor farm each year 

Ten counties in lowa have adopted 
this method, and we cheerfully com 
mend it to every county in every state

acres of pasture last fall, which had 
been in blue grass for fifty years and 
was tiled last spring He wishes to 


know whether it is best to plant corn 
in hills or in drills 

We are sorry that our correspondent 
has plowed up that pasture. If we had 
a blue grass pasture that had stood 
for fifty years and was still good, we 


would not plow it up if we could get 
ten dollars an acre rent, but would 
drill clover in it every two or three 
ears and thus keep the blue grass 
from sod-binding and keep the land 


rich He has plowed it up, however 
and his letter brings up the generil 
question of whether to plant corn in 
drills. 

That depends upon circumstances 
the freedom of the land from weeds 


and the shape of the field. If the fiel 
is square and there is any considerabl 
imount of weeds, we would plaut in 
hills; but if the land is free from 

presumably is, and the 
field is longer than it is broad, then 
we would drill it. We believe you can 
grow a little more corn in érills than 
in hills, provided you can keep the 
land clean The only objection that

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SOY BEANS IN IOWA. 

A central Iowa correspondent wishes 
to know how far north in that state 
soy beans have been grown success 
fully, the best method of 
them, the yield that can be depended 

upon, also whether the roots bring to 
the soil large quantities of nitrogen, 
and what value the forage has apart 
from the grain. 

This is a question that cannot be 
definitely answered. Soy beans have 
been grown in a small way up to the 
extreme northern line of the state 
So far as we are aware, they have not 
been grown for the grain but for for 
age purposes. Some farmers have 
planted them with corn intended for 
silage, thus avoiding the necessity of 
purchasing albuminous feeds to bal 
ance the ration. Soy beans have been 
grown both in Iowa and Illinois in 
connection with corn to be hogged 
down: in other words, to make what 
some farmers call a “hog paradise.” 

Soy beans cannot be grown for both 
a grain and forage crop. If the beans 
are allowed to mature, the forage is 
comparatively worthless; while if they 
are used as a forage crop they must 
be harvested when in the dough stage 
and hence a grain crop cannot be 
grown We think it had better be 
grown for forage than as a grain crop 
Only the early varieties should be 
used, and preferably those grown as 
far north as possible 

The soy bean, like all other legumes 
supplies nitrogen to the soil. Ther 
considerable difficulty in harvesting 
them. They must be harvested with 
a bean harvester or something of that 
character They shell very readily 
and hence it is doubtful whether the) 
could be grown to advantage as a 
grain crop in central or northern Iowa 
If grown at all, they should be grown 
in sufficient acreage to justify the 
farmer in providing himself with ma 
chinery or extemporizing Similar 
machinery, so that he can give the re 
quired attention to the harvesting and 
thrashing of the crop.

‘As we sow all our oats ground in 
clover in the spring, I wish to know 
if it is as profitable to plow it under 
late in the fall as to leave it till spring 
Also, does clover fertilize the land 
more if you pasture it, or if you leave 
it without pasturing till spring?” 

It seems that our correspondent con 
templates using or is using clover for 
the sole purpose of adding fertility to 
the soil. He sows it in the spring with 
oats, then plows it under for corn the 
next spring. We do not approve of the 
practice, although when necessity d 
mands it we do just this thing. We 
believe that a stand of clover sown in 
the spring will furnish pasture or fer 
tility enough to pay for the seed, and 
the risk of getting a stand; but we be 
lieve it is far better farm practice to 
mow it the next year, then pasture in 
the fall and plow it under late, in order 
to have the help of the winter in pre 
paring a better seed bed for corn the 
next year.

put up a large factory near his farm, 
and asking the farmers to contract to 
deliver all kinds of fruit and vege- 
tables, offering twelve dollars per ton 
for sweet corn in husk, thirty cents 
per bushel for tomatoes, and five dol 
lars a ton for pumpkins. He asks us 
what we would advise on this matter 

Not knowing anything about the 
canning business, we could not give 
advice. So we wrote to one of the 
prominent Iowa canning factories, giv 
ing these prices and asking for infor 
mation as to what the canning fac 
tories in Iowa are paying. They write 
as follows: 

“We pay about eight dollars a ton 
for net corn, which means corn after 
the husks have been taken off. The 
majority of the factories in Iowa and 
Illinois pay five to six dollars per gross 
ton, that is, corn with the husks on, 
which is about the same as eight dol 
lars per ton for net corn. Land that 
will produce twenty, forty, or sixty 
bushels of field corn will produce one, 
two, or three tons net sweet corn. 
Tomatoes range in price from six to 
ten dollars per ton; pumpkins from 
two to four dollars per ton.”

the state. With this increase in the 
number of students has come a very 
much greater proportionate increase 
in the number of professors and in 
structors and in the money paid them 

There is not only striving between 


the schools in an educational way but 
a much greater striving in the matter 
of appropriations. Only those citizens 
who have been members of the leg- 
slature or who have been in clos 
touch with it can realize what tre 
mendous pressure brought bear 
each year by the trustees and mem 
bers of the faculty of different 
institutions for additional funds. The 
average member of the legislature 
cannot possibly be informed as to he 
real needs of these schools. Nor does 
he have time to investigate and in- 
form himself. There *is no general 
state representative who is much bet 
ter informed than he is. There is no 
one to whom he can go and say, “I! 
want to appropriate the money the 
state has to spend that it will do 
the greatest good to the peopte of the 
state,” and secure information which 
vill help him in determining the wise 
thing to do. The legislator can go to 
the board of control of the other insti 
tutions of the state and reliabl: 
information concerning actual 
needs of each. If the state has five 
hundred thousand dollars to appro 
priate he can learn from the board of

give him min I have handled sheep 
for fifty years, and now own a flock 
of pure bred Lincolns In general 
what applies to one breed applies to 
all, except that the coarse-wooled 
breeds are best handled in small 
flocks, say not over sixty in a flock 
whereas the fine wools do well in 


flocks of 150. With a flock of twenty 
three there should be little trouble, 
and a flock that small will yield a nice 
profit if properly handled. Your corre 
spondent is right in planning for early 


lambs if he has a warm place when 
lambing time comes It is better to 
have one February or March lamb 
than two in June. The early lambs 
can be got ready for an early fall mar- 
ket, avoiding the stomach worm. 
However, I have not had much trouble 
with stomach worms if I change the 


pasture often. Some of my neighbors 
have been compelled to sell their en- 


tire flocks because they kept them in 


too large flocks with little change of 
pasture and as a consequence got their 
entire farm infested with the worm. 
A lamb that is attacked by the stom- 
ach worm is worth but little; like the 
calf attacked by severe scours, their 
hides are worth more than they are 
to keep, taking into consideration the 
expense of caring for them 


A variety of grass is best for sheep; 
in fact, for all kinds of stock. Sheep 
especially need a good range and fresh 


grass I keep a log in the pasture, 
flattened on the top and bottom. I 
bore holes in this about eighteen 
inches apart and three inches deep, 
and cut it around the tops of the holes 
with a knife so that it makes a slant 
pretty well to the bottom. I salt once 
a weel putting the salt in these 
holes. I take the salt and a bucket of 
pine tar, fill the holes with salt and 
smear all around the holes with the 
tar, thus getting a little tar on the 
sheep’s noses to keep off the flies that 
lay the eggs of the grub worm. This 
tar is healthy for the sheep; in fact, 


} ] 


for all farm animals. The salt will not 
all be eaten, but is pretty well gone 
by the next week 

Sheep need little shelter, except to 


keep off. rain and snow. I always put 
them up in falling weather, except in 
summer when it is hot and a rain is a 
relief to them. I shear early and dip 
both sheep and lambs after it gets 
warm I manage to have good clover 


hay for the sheep and feed it, and in 
addition a little ensilage or corn fod 
der about three times a week. I feed 


before 9 o’clock in 


twice a day, never 

the morning in the winter time, and 
always before sundown at night. I 
feed in the yard on the ground if it 
is frozen, but when the ground is not 
frozen I feed in racks in the sheep 
barn I feed a little entire grain, 
mostly oats, to the breeding ewes I 
have troughs made of three boards, 
the bottom one ten inches wide and 
the sides six inches. I scatter the oats 
thin in these troughs, and the sheep 
cannot get a large mouthful In this 
way I secure better mastication of the 


grain than in a narrow trough. I call 
a pint of oats a pretty good feed for 
store sheep, but feed as required, ac 
cording to conditions I cannot bear 
to own a flock of thin sheep. A man

In reply to J. E. M., and to others

Get young ewes, two or three years 
old, as good as you can, but don’t be 
discouraged if you can’t get as good 
as you want, for there is no stock on 
the farm as easily graded up. Buy the 
best ram you possibly can, and if your 
ewes are small it won’t hurt to have 
him a little coarse 4 man near here 
has very ordinary ewes and his last 
spring lambs are heavier now than 
their mothers. Confine your sheep as 
little as possible, but let them out on 
the pasture and ‘th *y will get the grass 
if there any tnere unless the snow 
is very deep 


Have some hay, the more clover the 


better, to give to them when it storms 
and once in awhile fodder wont hurt; 
but don’t give them much corn, for 
they will get too fat and lose their 
wool before shearing time.

ALFALFA EXPERIENCE. 





To Wallaces’ Farmer 

[I am considered somewhat of a | 
crank on alfalfa in this neighborhood, | 
and will give you my experience with 
it. I plow the land in the fall and 
plow as deep as possible so that the 
freezing of winter will pulverize it 
As soon as the land is fit for work | 
in the spring I work it down with the 
harrow and get as good seed bed as 
I can. Then I sow the alfalfa and go 
over it with the roller, following im- 
mediately with a light harrow. I sow 
two bushels of oats to the acre with 
the alfalfa for a nurse crop When 
the oats are in the dough stage I cut 
them for hay 3y this time the alfalfa 
will be far enough along to stand cut- 
ting Then I let it alone, and let it 
grow, weeds and all, until the alfalfa 
blooms, when I cut it again. If you 
have prepared your seed bed properly 
there will not be enough weeds to hurt 
the alfalfa i cut it every time it 
comes in bloom until fall, but like to 
leave the third growth on the land 
the fir year for protection during 
the winter. I sowed five acres in this 
way last spring, and got two good 
crops of hay. If alfalfa is sowed -” 
the fall in this locality I would advis 
sowing one and a half bushels of oats 
to the acre with it This will grow, 
and the winter will kill the oats, mak- 
ing a fine coat over the field for win 
ter protection 

In curing the alfalfa I cut it when 
it is about all in bloom, cutting one 
day and raking it up the next morn 
ing. I do not want it to get altogether 
dry, but am particular not to get any 
rain or dew on it. I put one load of 
alfalfa in the stack and follow it with 
one load of clean wheat straw, and 
build up the stack in this way with 
alternate loads of alfalfa and straw 
In th way the dry straw takes the 
surplus moisture out of the alfalfa and 
also takes on a good deal of flavor of 
the alfalfa, so that the stock will eat 
the traw almost as well as the 
alfalfa. The second and third crops 
I put up just as I do clover.

EARLY HOG FEED. 





As usual at this season of the year 
we are beginning to receive letters 
asking what is the most profitable 
feed for hogs during the summer and 
early fall, where there is a deficiency 
in clover and blue grass pastures 
Everyone re mizes the fact that 
while the hog does not consume a 
great deal of forage, he must have 
opportunit of range and pasture of 
some kind in order to insure thrift 
and pork at the minimum of expense 

There is nothing better than a good 
clover pasture Next to this is alfalfa 
n sections where it is largely grown, 
and where farmers know how to pas 
ire it without injury; but in the main 
portion of our territory the next best 
thing to a clover pasture is blue grass 
There are ‘ious ways, however, in 
which pasture can be secured at a 
minimum expense which will last up 
to harve and the period of early 
corn 

One method sow succotash, or 
i mixture of early oats, barley, and 
pring wheat, about one-third of the 
usual seeding of each, and turning on 
the hogs as soon as it will furnish 42 
full bite Unless too heavily pas 
tured a good portion of these grains 
will reach maturity and furnish in the 
central portion of our territory pretty 

od grain feed about the first of July 

Another method is to sow Canada 
peas, or what is known as field peas 
When intended for hog pasture the 
peas should be sown at the rate of 
bout a bushel and a half to the acre 
together with half a bushel of oats 
the peas sown and plowed under or 
therwise covered to a depth of three 
nches, as soon as possible after the 
frost is out of the ground; then sow 
the oats and harrow in. The reason 
or sowing in the above proportion 
s that this proportion of oats will hold 
p the peas, to their great advantage 
It should be borne in mind that the 
field pea is entirely different from the 
cowpea, which last is in fact a bean 
and which should not be sown iT 
planted until about the time corn is 
laid by Hence it is not practicab!e 
to plant them together It must also 
be borne in mind that the cowpea i 
killed by the first frost Farmers 
should remember that peas of all 
kinds germinate at about the same 
temperature as spring sown grains, 
and hence should be sown or planted 
in the spring: while beans, including 
the cowpea, germinate at a higher 
temperature, and hence should not be 


sown or planted until after corn plant 
ing 


We have known the combination 
above mentioned to furnish excellent 
hog pasture, grain as well as forage, 
in central Iowa about the 25th of June 
or at about the same time that con 
siderable grain feed can be obtained 
from succotash 

It would be possible to sow cow 
peas in early corn at the last plow 
ing, sowing in the last part of June, 
and then hog both peas and corn down 
before frost In fact, some breeders 
make what they call a hog paradise 
by using cowpeas in this way, some 
times in connection with soy beans 
which germinate at about the same 
temperature and perhaps stand frost 
somewhat better 

Again, a good many farmers supple 
ment their hog pastures or supply a 
deficiency by the use of rape. This 
may be sown in connection with sue 
cotash early in the spring, or it may 
be sown by itself later. In fact, rane 
may be sown in the corn belt any time 
from the time of sowing wheat or oats 
up to the Ist of July. In the southern 
part of our territory considerable rape 
may be grown by drilling it in imme 
diately after the crop of winter wheat 


is harvested. It has a long season and 


is not injured by light frost, but fur- 
nishes a good feed in most of our 
territory well on through November 
and in the southern portion of it up 
to the 1st of December The rape 
grown in the extreme southern part 
of our territory does not seem to be 
as valuable as that grown farther 
north 


When farmers use rape for hog pas- 
ture they should be careful not to 
urn into it until it from ten inches 
o a foot high 


will be very seriously injured. It may 
be pastured down once and then 2- 
lowed to grow again. We regard an 
acre of rape as having about the same 
feeding value as a fifty-bushel crop 
of corn. That is, land that will pro- 


duce fifty bushels of corn to the acre

While on the subject we repeat the 
suggestion that we have made in pre 
vious years That will often pay 
the farmer who is growing hogs large 
ly to plant a few acres of very early 
corn, such as Pride of the North, or 


other varieties that are adapted to the 





latitude of Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
for the purpose of securing early feed 
and as this will not utilize the full 
strength of the land, it would be well 
to sow with them at the last plowing 
either rape or cowpeas 

HOG BARN. 








To Wallaces’ Farmer 

I notice one of your subscribers asks 
about building a hog barn I built 
one this fall which is cheap, comfort 
able, convenient, and substantial, and 
I will tell you just how it was built 
I had an old hog barn which was in 
bad shape. The floor was rotted out 
and some of the siding was rotted and 
broken. I took some hedge posts from 
three and one-half to five inches in 
diameter and three feet long. Then I 
went to the lumber yard and got four 
2x12’s twelve feet long and two 2x12’s 
eighteen feet long. These pieces were 
fir I also got some coal tar and 
tarred these plank on both sides, and 
tarred the boards I used for the floor 
on one side I made the length 
twenty-four feet east and west and 
ighteen feet north and south I set 
the plank on edge and made them 
level Then I set the hedge posts 
four feet apart on the outside of the 
plank, using two at each corner. Then 
I put a 2x6 fir piece on top for a sill 
lapping over the top of the posts all 
the way round, thus making the house 
1814x25 feet On the low side of the 
slope it stood fourteen inches above 
the ground Inside I filled with dirt 


up to three inches of the top and filled 


up the balance with sand Then I 
laid my floor on the sand and nailed 
a fence board across the ends to hold 
in place { did not put any sills or 
sleepers under the floor; the rats will 
not bother sand On the north side 
I used 2x4 studding two feet apart 
putting one every six feet, and on the
